“So far, I've liked what I've 
seen with this club,” explained 
the 33-year-old Pfaff, who 
along with business manager 
Court Steggies will sign play- 
ing cards with the team.

After spending about 40 hours at Lancaster Park in a four-day 
span, we couldn't help but be impressed by virtually every aspect of f 
the Ontario Fastball League's international tournament. 

And obviously we weren't alone. 

OFL officials also liked what they saw. In fact, they liked it 80 
much they decided Monday to hold next year's tournament in St. 
Catharines. 

The tournament was blessed with good weather and good ball, a 
far different story than a year ago when rain plagued the Ontario 
Amateur Softball Association's elimination tournament at Lan- 
caster Park 

Every day people from areas in the peninsula would arrive at the 
park with reports of rain in places like Niagara Falls, Welland and 
Port Colborne. 

But a few drops Friday night was the only hint of rain while 
games were being played at Lancaster, 

Most of the credit for the success of the OF L’s first international 
tournament must go to Andy Robertson and his hard-working crew 
of Mr, Jackets’ players, officials and their wives and everyone else 
Robertson managed to persuade to volunteer. 

They manned the food tent and beer tent, looked after the gate 
receipts, hauled boxes, cartons and assorted pieces of equipment 
and carried out all the tasks big and small which are part of a major 
fastball tournament 

When the tournament ended, they were near exhaustion. But 
they had the satisfaction of knowing they had done their jobs well. 

For many of them, the work had been going on since the start of 
last week as preparations for the tournament moved into high gear.
